The Plow anu riu Yardstick. — The New 
I lork VioM in noticing the opening of several 
I State Fairs in that region, thinks that while the*e 
1 Inill MJiMaMht llATd largely bcnelitted auricul- 
tmo in many respeci.*, yet it may bo doubted 
whether Id spite of tlieirgood influence, the fsrm- 
3r'a occupalifi) hns not, on the whole, for some 
j eors, been rather Icsin^ than paining favor. At 
their Interest to examine my stock before malclnfjhofr pur; | least the World says the &ct u un^ueetiunable, 

th.it agricultural production has not been keeping 
pfe with the advancim; population of the coun- 
try. There has boon an increasing tendency to 
concentrate in towns and cillea. and a growing 
dispel I'm to prefer oilier pursuit,. t<> that of till- 
ing tho earth "in the sweat uf tho face." Fann- 
ers' sons havo been moved, by their superior edu- 
cation over their fatber*, to turn their backs upon 
their father*' occupatiuns, and betaUe them*>elvei 
to speculation, or trade, or mechanical employ- 
ments in tow 'ii. The immense immigration into 
tlio couutry I. - by in* means contributed its just 
proportion to tho demauds of agriculture. The 
ceiiMui of 1850 showed that nearly forty 
per eent. of the Irish of tho couutry were 
found in large cities, and 3G\ per cent, of the 
'iennana. If to these had been added those who 
1 were located in villagesattd those who were scatlcr- 
j cd through the country, employed in constructing 
railroads and other works of internal improve- 
| ment. it is been at once that there were far more 
agricultural consumers among this great cla>* 
I yf our population than agricultural producers, 
mania for speculation, which reached its cri- 
sis iu 1807, infected the farming class quite a,* 
much in proportion to its ilablc capital as any 
other. Tho farms of tho Kaatern and AlidJIt- 
Statcs were extensively abandoned for the cheap 
er and saperiur lauda of the West; but multitude*, 
on arriving, instead of buying new lands and ad 
utae&lg themselves diligently and ay stoma t Irilly 
bo the cultivation of the soil, invcited their funds 
in town lota, looking for a gulden harvest in the 
enhancement of prices which should far outweigh 
iinyil.ing that could 1* wrung by painful toil 
from tho earth. Tdm speculating excitement, 
while it seriously drew off tho agricul- 
tural pt'pulition of tho East, did not cor- 
respondingly benellt the agricultural Industry «f 
the West, and told very unf.n »*r,ibly upon the 
aggregate of iigricultural po[>ulutiun in tho coun- 
try. In the more steady and healrhy jierlml be- 
tween 1848 and IKVL the prcduet r.f wheat in the 
Union increased from ri'jhty- /'our million bushels 
to owe hurulrrJ million; and of Indian corn, from 
t*%rte hvndrttl and thirty -teven million to Jtet hun- 
drtd and ninety -hr» million; and yet, at tho end 
of tut period, the amount of products of all 
kinds, deducting seed, gave a surplus for export 
ol only ten percent. It is to be feared that the 
pie-tut census will nmku a much leas favorable 
show, particularly in regard to the great State of 
New York. The developments which were made 
by tho New York State census in 18Cw— the State 
which in lS&O Wai th»s third wheat -growing State 
in *.he Union — was of a nature to prepare u» fur 
yet more uupleu&ant revelations in the census to 
come. There was a French princess who said, 
that, sooner than die like the people who starved 
for want of bread, she would live on macaroons. 
It really seems as if the American peuple had 
been calculating upon the same alternative. 

Now, there can Iw no more fixed axiom in poli- 
tical economy than that agriculture must form 
the basis of the prosperity and power of tho A meri- 
cun penple. It is the great foundation of our na- 
tional wealth aud consequence- - the prim a ry source 
'■f all our prosperity. It feeds u««; to a great 
degree it clothes us; and without It wo would not 
have manufactures and sh'-uld not have com 
■MTOv. It furmshtM our factories with their raw 
material, ttud it fills our ships with their cargoes. 
Social industry depends upon it: iinlix iilual life 
depends upon it. There if no man in the country 
w ho is so wealthy us to bo independent of the 
success of this great intercut, nor any so poor as 
not to lie affected by its prosperity or its decline. 
This country has peculiar facilities for advantage- 
ously prosecuting this great department of human 
labor. 1 he variety of its climate, the fertility of 
its soil, and Its abundai.ee and cheapness of 
laud, arc such as no other nation on the sur- 
♦jce uf the glebe can boast. It cannot be 
said that we have ever yet made adequate use 
of them signal advantages. We have never vet 
seen the time when the proportion of our fanners 
to the whole population was hs large as it should 
have boot: — when the number of those engaged in 
the profe?*lona and trad' s were not, at the very- 
least, twice as groat the actual necessities of 
society required. And there is reason to appre- 
hend that this disproportion will increase. This 
restless spirit, though it has lately received so 
harsh a check, is yet ever tending to take more 
complete possession of our people, K very body 
lias been hasting to be rich. TheTC haa been a 
growing impatience uf the good old plan of earn- 
ing a competence by steady, |*ersevering labor and 
frugal living. The young men of the day could 
le** content thorn: elves w ith tho plain, homely 
employment of following tho plow. They 
have tired of the isolation aud monotony of 
agricultural life, and liave panted for some- 
thing more stirring and exciting, and some- 
thing that should promt ic quicker and more 
splendid returns. They havo seized tho first 
opportunity to launch away into the tide of trade 
and speculation; and that lido ouce embarked 
upon, it is very seldom that they find their way 
back to Imi plowed field*. A Urge proportion of 
them have not succeeded in their new pursuit: q 
tens of thousands of them have miserably failed, 
and become b.inkrup's and drones; and yet they 
have clung to town life with all the greater te- 
nacily. 'I hoso who have retired from the city to 
Linu> in the country, generally have not been 
those who were urged thither by adversity, bat 
ttfoA who, having avqtiircd a cotupeleuxv, have 
retired to pa?s quiotly tho evening of their days, 
and who have no stimulus to task, to any extent, 
tho productive power of their acres, lu a period 
of Lustiness pro* purity, of course this tendency 
among the eons of farmers to seek the stir of bu- 
siness life. U-coines stronger, and woiks out the 
more injurious effects. 

Wo believe yet, however, that this evil must, 
in the end, iu groat measuie correct itself. The 
great departments of industry throughout tho 
country most, after a tiiio, become more duly 
adjusted and balanced by Ibo great law of supply 
and demand. The consequence* of neglecting 
thai prime interest, which in this country must 
ever be ifasj maiifpriug to the ittCt Offal operati-m 
of all other toterrtfa, will b« more fully develop- 
ed nnd better realized; and agricilttire will in 
.some better degree receive its rightful attention.

Tiik Market Prospects. — The prospects 
of the crops for a market are becoming some- 
what more complicated, but we ore beginning 
to hope that producers will realize pretty favor- 
able rales. One of the dilliculticti with" which 
we have to contend is- the over-estimate of the 
crops in the northwestern States. These over- 
estimates had a tendency to keep down prices 
last year, and the State lest considerably from 
the effect which th^y had on prices. As nn 
instance of this tendency to over- estimate, let 
us point to our neighbor Wisconsin. A short 
time ago n committee from the inspection of 
the crops camo to tho conclusion that they 
looked so well that the crop of wheat in that 
State might safely be set down at twenfy-t\u. 
millions of bushels. Well, wc exposed the ab- 
surdity of such a statement, by showing that if 
Wisconsin grew that amount of wheat, thou 
she must have three times the extent of laud 
occupied with that crop ulono, which was oc- 
cupied with It in Michigan. It is a well 
known fact that a great portion of the crop nf 
Wisconsin eottbti of spring wheat, which will 
not average a5 much by rme-thiid per acre :u 
the winter wheats grown \n Iftcnigftn, and 
hence we say that the crop of that iStaie will 
not average over twelve to fun r teen bushels j*.*r 
acre. Now it appears by the report of the 
State Agricultural Society that the number ol 
U resdevutcd to wheat last year was but 1 .Otiil,- 
Mff, and giving to each an average of 13 bnsh- 
els, the whole produce of the State would la? 
pretty close to fourteen millions of bushels of 
wheat, and if Wisconsin has actually grown 
this amount, wc confess site has grow n a very 
superior and abundant crop. We need not say 
anything about (lie crop of our own State be- 
cause wo have already given our opinion about 
it, but wc have seen it act up as high as six- 
teen millions. Wo only wish we could be sure 
it was that much, wc should he heartily glad 
of it. But if it reaches ten mUliont, wc th iu k 
al! ought to be very well satisfied. 

This over-estimate of tin: crops of course has 
its effect upon the speculative action of buyers 
aud sellers, e>«|iccially in the eastern market, 
who will o( course argue that such immense 
crops cannot lie held at the west but must find 
tlieir way to (he Atlantic cities, and that when 
rhey docome in, they must be sold at low rates, 
hence those who buy to hold w ill naturally wait 
with the idea that present prices cannot be 
maintained, and parties also who buy for ex- 
port will not readily purchase, as changes may 
occur that will give them advantages both in 
prices Ami freights that they would not like 
lo lose. 

The state of the foreign crops is *-o uncertain, 
as yet, that tho export demaod may be said to 
be very unsettled. Still the lateness ol th" 
harvest in England which is conceded to be 
from four to si\ weeks later than usual, is 
tending to use up the stock mi hand pretty But. 
The advance in prices which has bceB going 
on for the past three months gradually in Eng- 
land brought out also pretty much all livestock 
which the farmers of thai country have been 
holding back for the past two years. The 
North British Agriculturist states that "Eng- 
lish growers have nearly exhausted tlieir stocks 
ot wheat. The hut oOiciul returns of *alea is 
the smallest that has been recorded at the same 
period for several years. An active consump- 
tion during the last nine months has well nigh 
swallowed up the bulky English atop of 18o'J, 
with all th' 1 heavy surplus of the previous two 
years of more than average abundance. Oul 
of SI rtpOTtt now before us of English Markets, 
held since our bust, ten were modcratly, lour 
liberally, seven fairly, and sixty scantily sup- 
plied with wheat, which at niosi places gained 
from one shilling lo two shillings per quarter. 
The large arrivals from the Mcditerancau and 
from America have not prodmcd the deprcd- 
Mon that many anticipated. " 

Then the accounts of the condition of the 
crops, are far from encouraging to the English 
farmers. Every shower of rain is chronicled, 
and seems to effect the hope? of the pnnlucers. 
The late period at which the. crop of wheat i* 
now certain to be harvc^L-l, will render it at 
the same time until for consumption for at 
least two mouths after it is boosed, nnd tudcts 
good prices rule, ihe growers will not be iu 
any hurry to send it in. They have now got 
their stack yards clear of the whole of the old 
crops. With the money for the old crop in 
their jKxkcts, they can afford to wait, nnd store 
up their crops for another two or three- year-. 
For this reason alone we utay look for a fait 
export demand, at good rates during ihe fall. 

The same reason will in some degree govern 
the French producers. A circular recently is- 
sued from Nantes, says: "Little wheat is now 
held, or will be held al harvtM by farmers, as 
they have taken advantage ot the last rise in 
prices to sell all they had left from the pmt two 
years' crops." 

The most recent advices from England by 
no means lead us to believe that the crop will 
approach to an average. This feci, with the 
complete consumption of the old crops of pre- 
\ious years, lead us lo the belief that the pros- 
pects for a fair demand for the surplus crop of 
the United States are good, and that most of 
OU wheat growers will not lose by not being 
in any hurry to send their crops lo market.

CaTWe desire to address a plain but respect- 
ful word to CbOM Southern interventionists Who 
ait not enemies of the Union but who nercr- 
tiiclets on the mere score of Mr. Breckinridge'? 
professed imerventionisin hesitate to withdraw 
or to withhold their countenance from him in 
the pending struggle. We think we can 
put an end to their hesitation. 

Wc take it (or granted that every per- 
son of the class we have mentioned, 
would, in view of the existing state w 
pai Ins and of polities in this country, pre- 
fer John Bell to John C. Breckinridge, i: 
the former's approval of the doctrine of inter- 
vention could be established to the mind of the 
doubting as clearly as the lattcr's m; for, 
other things being equal, John Bell's undis- 
puted Unionism, actual not less than express, 
positive as well as personal, must determine a 
patriot's choice in his favor. No one will question 
this. Let a man of the class in hand but ooci 
recognize distinctly that John Bell is in favor 
of the doctrine of intervention as unequivo- 
cally as John C. Breckinridge is, and flint 
man is even in his own estimation committed 
to the rejection of Breckinridge and to the 
support of Bell by every motive that can swell 
the bosom of a patriot. 

Now, how unequivocally is John ('. Breck- 
inridge in fa vor of the doctrine of intervention? 
In his letter of acceptance as the l'rcsidcniiai 
nominee of (be Seceding Democracy, Mr. 
Breckinridge, who bad never before in hi* 
whole life publicly approved the doctrine of in- 
lerventiun, but always either disapproved o 
evaded it, accepted the doctrine along with the 
nomination in the following language:

Mr. B^ll thus gave his actire and posit ivi 
sanction to the doctrine of intervention, by 
endeavoring to remove whatever obstruction^- 
the Mexican laws prohibitory of slavery in 
New Mexico might interpose to the "full and 
fair op' ration" of "the principles of the Con- 
stitution" out of which he declared the doctrine 
arose, lie not only asserted the doctrine with 

•I ' the Territories generally, but be 
voted for the removal of all possible "obstruc- 
tions" to its free and effectual execution in the 
particular and exceptional Territory of New 
Mexico. Furthermore, in pursuance of the 
>auie liuc of conduct, and bringing his sanc- 
tion of the doctrine of intervention into yet 
stronger relief, Mr. Bell voted against tin- 
proposition of Senator Baldwin to retain in full 
force the "obstructions" interposed by the 
Mexican laws, as also against Mr. Seward's 
proposition to interpose the fresh obstruction ot 
the Wilmot- Proviso; whilst, on the other band, 
'ie voted m favor of Senator Berrien's proposi- 
'ion to restrain the Territorial Legislature from 
"establishing or prohibiting slavery, "and like- 
wise in favor of Senator Davis's prot>osition to 
authorize the Territorial Legislature to protect 
slavery . In short , he voted against the Wilmot- 
Froviso, against «|uatter-sovercignty, and in 
favor of intervention for protection. Having 
aanerted the general doctrine that iu our na- 
tional Territories il property in slaves'* is "f.n- 
titlf.d ti> thk pkotkction of the law's 
asd Constitution of thk United States," 
he voted to bring the anomalous Territory of 
New Mexico distinctly and indisputably with- 
in the scope of this doctrine by formally re- 
[•caling the Mexican laws forbidding "property [ 
in slaves," voted against the retaining of these 
prohibitory laws in force, voted against the 
enactment of any other restriction in the place 



of them, voted for the iiitoruiciion ol ISO Ter-

b* the Convention of the P. K. Church of the 
Diocese of Kentucky, at its last session: 

The Committee to tan was submitted the 
resolution concerning the instruction of the col- 
ored population in thn Diocese, have had Hurt 
aubject under consideration, and beg leave to re- 
port: 

L That they regard this JJJ work of great 
inlerent, and that it ia Ihe l<iunden duty of the 
Chun h in Kentucky to untlcrtake and carry it 
forward, wherever it \s at all practicable, at the 
earlie-i pon ihle <1 u . 

I. That tbev are thoroughly convinced that 
(be Liturgical service*, and mode* of instruct ><*) 
of tbe Prote»tant BjHHHal Church are atlmirabl v 
adaptetl to tbe religious culture of the colored 
popul ism of our eountry. 

3. That, for the further expression of their 
view* on thi* deeply interesting subject, thev 
conltally adopt tbe report and resolution* of a 
CHMrittee, of whb-h the lit. R«-v. B. H. Smith 
was Chairman, to the Convention of lH,Mi. 

''That, after mature- deliberation ami repeated 
Intertlian^e of sentiments (formed by rending, 
observation, ami correspondence), they are clearly 
of opinion that, next to the religious training of 
their own orTspt^njf, It is a point m»>,t I'lmiinvr 
upon the c(»n*r*lencpf( of Christian masters ami 
mi-frr-s;^ t., provide amply for tlie religion- 
training and education of servants in their em- 
ploy, whether Itoinl or free. 

"Your voinmilt«>e would therefore earnestK 
recommend to the .several pastors ami congrega- 
tions of the Protestant Episcofhil Church in this

^%ture mnde Constantinople the principal gate 
of Eastern Europe. Vast mountain aysteon have 
interposed almost impassible 1 arriera aJoti< 
the >ouih of Uermaoy and the Danubian prov- 
inces. These and Southern Russia naturally lind 
an outlet in the i51ack Sea, into which converge 
the Don, the l>anulm, the Oneipar, the Dneister, 
with a multitude of tributaries. By creating a 
canat navigation, Russia has brought into con- 
nection v»ith that the valley of the Volga 
and tbe < a.->pian. Uut the Black Sea finds its 
outlet only through one long, narrow, crooked 
< hanuel, which is Uanked with lofty mid pre- 
cipitoof fhores, rendering it easily impregnable 
to the passage of an enemy's vessels. We are 
of course speaking of the Dardanelles as a mere- 
prolongation of the Bosphorua, which they may 
justly be regarded for commercial and *tratcgical 
purposes. 

* >n a tongue of land, shaped somewhat like a 
harp, standa the capital of Turkey. Its point pro- 
jects into the Bus phonic, and on its Southern and 
Northeastern sides it has the sea of Marmora and 
ity) Golden Horn, tho latter forming the harbor.

Turkey and it* metropolis, however, have other 
fortifications than tho?e to which wo haveaMudod. 
Mature baa indeed been profuse In her favora of 
tbia description. On the Asiatic hide the coantn 
Is fl inked by two of the moat formidable mountain 
ftysteina on the globe. The Caocaaua traverse* 
the important Uthmu^ between the Mack and 
Cappian ^caa; and from th» chain proceed*, ot 
nearly ri^ht angles, the Taurus range, separating 
Asia Minor frum Syria, and reaching the Mediter- 
ranean near the ancient city of 'la reoe. Except 
along the narrow belt skirt in : the latter coast, 
the passage of thi range is almost impoiisible in 
the face of a \lgUaut enemy. The interior of 
Asia Minor is little better in this ie&pect. being 
exceedingly broken, and in places completely 
barren, while it u almost daatitute of good high- 
ways. Such are part of tbo land defences of 
Coo£tantiiioplc on its soatheaetern bide. 

Towards Iho North and W est it is equally well 
protected, having three powerful l-arrier.-t to be 
CFopaed beforo an enemy can approach it. The 
first consists of vast and almost impenetrable 
swamps along the lower Danube, the next is that 
rirer itself, with an average breadth of more than 
a mile and a depth of orer twenty bat. The 
province* of Moldavia, Wallacbia, Mid Bulgaria, 
nre as destitute of good rn.id< as the most super- 
stitious or indolent of Turk* could de-arc, while 
tho fevers generated in Uut delta have proved th< 
scourge of large armies from the days of Dariu.- 
to those of Nicholas. The third barrier U Mount 
Iloemus, whicb is nearly mid war bet wee:* th< 
Danube and the capital. Though net attai:>iu. 
to very lofty elevations, this runge is thickK 
wooded and contains remarkably few pass**. The 
most practicable of these ure [rotej:ed by ei Lies 
or other fortifications. 

In view of its immense irr.p^>rUnca it U not to 
e wondercl at that the Kiiafdans, for nenrlv p 
housaud yearf, have striven to acquire possession 
of Constant ioc pie; though tha obstacles in their 
way have always been insurmountable. During 
the middlo ages several invasions were under- 
taken with this object in view, bat h . ended in 
failure. Oue important result, however, fallowed 
them. The Kussian sovereign waa led to profess 
Christianity, and he immediately tet about dif 
fusing the new faith among his subjec ts. The 
consequence has been that a warm frieuuVhip has 
Fprung up between the Russians and their fellow 
adherents of the (Jrcek Church scattered throiv.b 
the Sultan's dominions. 

liut Ku&sia is not the only nation interested in 
the gates cf the Black Sea. As the leading power 
on the Danube, Austria claim* a voice in the final 
fate of Turkey and its capital. Ifer government 
naturally dislikes KusMun possession it much as 
that of the present occupants; and this circum 
s f not constitutes one of tbo great dangers t< 
which a Russian array from the North must ev<-* 
be subjected, bince on attack in Hank would 
Ufliga it to beat an instant retreat. On th«>

Kut^iau aggression. Uut AoHrfa has been m>

Tub Trodulb at Vera Ckc/. — A private let- 
tpr,bythe last arrival from Vera Cruz, to the 
Mon. A. C. Allen, L'nited States Consul at Mina- 
titlan, but now in this country, gives a somewhat 
different version of the trouble at Vera Cruz, con- 
cerning which we are anxiously awaiting further 
intelligence. It says': 

A few days ago we had here an alarm, caused 
by active preparations for defenco on the part
